*his  information  was  obtained  in  1932  by  Emma  Me  Cllan 
Campbell  of  La  Jolla,  Calif,  from  H.  John  Buchanan  of  Garrigert, 
near  Melford  Co.,  Donegal,  Ireland,  while  mrs.  Campbell  was  on  a 
visit  in  Ireland. 

So  far  as  I  know  it  is  the  first  information  any  person  tuas 
produced  in  this  county  regarding  the  brothers  and  sisters  of 
Janes  Buchanan,  the  father  of  Prs .  James_Buchanan,  the  proginitor 
of  his  branch  of  the  Buchanan  family  in  Anerica.  It  is  known  he 
had  a  brother  John  as  he  was  named  in  some  correspondace,  end  it 
was  believed  that  there  were  other  brother  and  sisters,  but  their 
names  (an l  any  information  about  them)  v;ere  entirely  unknown. 

Thomas  Buchanan  (  b.  1648)  was  the  fourth  son  of  George  Buchanan 
of  Blnirlush  who  imigrated  from  Scotland  to  Ireland.  George  had  a 
son,  Jilliam  or  Alexander  (Christian  name  uncertain)  and  (that  son)* 
was  the  father  of  John  Buchanan,  who  in  1754  Mar  led  J<ane  Russell, 
daugh*»ter  of  Samuel  Russell,  of  Balleylawn,  Ireland.

There  were  several  Buchanans*  families  in  the  Cumberland 
Settlera.net .  the  family  of  Robert  are  supposed  to  have  be  *n  with 
Hugh  Donelson  'when  he  made  his  perilous  voyage  down  theHolston 
to  Nashboro.  ihe  Figh  at  Buchanan’s  Station  nearNashville,  which 
took  place  at  night  lasted  for  several  hours,  has  bean  called  the 
most  stubbornly  contested  in  Indian  warfare. 

Mrs.  Bertha  tfhite  Bell  was  often  told  by  her  grandmother 
Martha  Buchanan  Edraonson,  of  being  one  of  the  women  who  molded 
bullets  all  night  long  which  ware  taken  hot  from  the  molds  and 
shot  through  loop  holes  at  the  Indians. 

It  Has ’be an  said  that  eight  hundred  Buchanans  (descendants 
of  the  Tennessee  settlers  alone  were  soldiers  in  the  confederate 

Army. 

"  Bernard  M.  Baruch,  prominent  financier.  bought  Buchanan 
Castle  and  uses  it  when  he  hunts  in  Scotland,  "-Catherine  Hope 
Buchanan  Harvey,  Spokane,  Washington. 

About  the  year  101 5  Anselyn  Ckyon,  with  about  1000  or 
probably  2000  (  The  authorities  differ)  other  young  men,  Hagvers 
attended  a  great  banquet  given  by  officers  of  the  (  last  line  was 
cut  but  appears  to  read  Danish  Armt  mmd).  which  had  invaded  and 
subjugated  Ireland,  they  were  present  and  sup  osed  to  be  women  72 
who  had  teeen  ordered  the  dethroned  Irish  king  to  send  that  number 
of  Irish  maidens  to  said  feast  to  entertain  the  Danes ,  These  young 
men  had  orders  to  take  advantage  of  the  Danes  when  Drunk,  and  an 
opoortunity  afforded  itself,  kill  them  and  take  possession  of  the 
arms  of  the  outfit  of  the  Danes,  whichthey  did.  'den  King  Canute 
heard  of  this  he  sent  a  great  army  to  Ireland  and  completely 
sugjugated  the  nation  and  destroyed  said  young  men,  except  which 
men  had  f&id  the  country. 

The  said  Anselan  Okyon  fled  to  Scotland  and  took  service  under 
Kalcora,  second  king  of  Scotland,  against  the  said  Danes  and 
rendered  valuable  service  to  him,  for  which  he  was  compensated 
by the  King  with  vatauble  lands.  Ahe  King  also  assigned  him  arms 
onaccount  of  hisdesert,  and  more  especailly  on  account  of  his 
heroic  achievemnets .  His  arms  were  "  a  field  with  a  lion  rampant, 

sable,  armed -  holding  in  his  right  paw  a  sable  or  crocked  saw 

proper" . 
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Although  the  Kxng  was  thus  kind  to  him,  and  his  descendants 
had  great  affection  for  the  King  and  his  family,  for  several  ages, 
neither  Anselan  or  his  descendants,  by  connection  or  otherwise, 
assumed  any  part  of  the  armorial  hearings  of  the  family  of  Lenox 
in  conjunction  with  their  own  "so  that  few  of  equal  character  with 
that  36  Euchanan  reserved  their  ar,r.s  so  free  of  any  addition  or 
mixture  as  the  surname  did,  which  is  no  small  argument,  no  only 
of  the  honor  of  the  family,  but  also  the  cause  and  reason  of-'*»*« 
granting  these  arms  first." 

Ahis  Anselan  Okyon,  according  to  the  most  ordinary  and 
received  genealogy  of  the  surname,  is  reputed  the  progenitor  of 
that  surname  ,  and  the  first  Laird  of  Bu  chanan.

At  a  period  of  his  life  and  fortunes  with  Malcom,  Earl  of  Lenox, 
he  adhered  to  his  cause  and  interest  of  hl3  country,  and  could  not 
by  any  artifice  used  by  the  King  of  England  be  induced  to  any 
action  prejuiicall  to  their  honor,  or  the  Interest  of  their  native 
country, 

'‘'here  is  a  traditional  -account  that  Ring  Robert  Bruce,  after 
his  defeat  at  Jalsee  near  Straltf illen,  by  .  dJonald,  Laird  of  Lorn, 
and  his  afherents,  came  along  on  foot  the  north  side  of  Loci 
Lomand,  the  day  after  the  battle,  to  the  castle  of  Buchanan,  where 
he  was  most  Joyfully  received  and  for  some  days  entertained,  after¬ 
ward  he  was  secretely  conveyed  to  the  Earl  of  Lenox  an:l  Buchanan 
to  a  place  of  safety.  This  report  is  more  probable  since  there  is 
a  cave  near  this  shore  of  Loch  Lomand,  in  Buchanan  Parish,  termed 
the  Kings  Cave,  it  beinv  reported  th  t  King  Robert  lay  over  night  in 
that  cave  in  his  Journey  tward  Buchanan.  This  Raurlce  lived  to  be 
considerable  age,  having  obtained  a  charter  of  the  lands  of  Buchanan 
from  &  ng  David  Bruce  in  the  beginning  of  fils  reign.  As  his  witness 
to  na  ’charter  by  Donald.,  Sari  cf  Lenox  to  the  Findlay  Co.,  in  which 
he  is  designated  as  Maurice  Macculand,  Laird  of  Buchanan*  Which  shows 
th>t  the  family  still  used,  r-.s  their  honor  or  Inclination  led  them, 
their  ancient  name  of  ‘.accusl^nd.

in  the  family)"  He  seems  to  have  be-n  a  very  active  gentleman 
and  made  a  very  bright  figure  in  his  time*  having  made  a  very 
great  adltion  to  his  estate  in  the  purchase  of  a  great  many  other 
lands".  J-here  is  a  charter  to  some  of  the  lands  In  which  he  is  ' 

designed  as  cousin  to  King  Robert  II,  He  lived  to  a  grest  age 
having  only  1  son.

Aftor  his  &  J-  cf  lis  wife,  the  s^id  La  y  Hary  Areskin, 
he  would  mar^y  a  second  time  and  addred^ed  himself  to  the  daughter 
of  Sir  John.  Between  the  two  families  there  had  been  frequent 
alliances  an1  many  mutual  good  offices,  as  rendered  the  proposal 
very  agreeable  to  Sir  John.  One  of  the  troubles  in  the  ray  of 
said  marriage  was  the  condition  of  t*e  estate.  Buchanan  in  order 
to  remove  this  difficulty,  went  to  London  and  obtained  a  new 
chart  to  his  estate,  with  authority  to  dispose  of  it  as  he  saw 
proper.  But  his  de  s  were  defeated,  the  vroun  -  lady  whom 
he  was  about  to  Barry ,  and  who  had  been  so&ewfeht  i jnornat  in 
this  negotation  (being  a  part  largely  interested)  "  much  against 
his  expectations  married  the  Laird  of  Keir  before  his  return. 

This  disappointment  had  much  ill  effect  upon  his  spirits  and  in 
a  llt’le  while  threw  him  into  palsy,  and  prejudiced  his  Judge¬ 
ment  in  which  unhappy  circinstances  he  continued  until  his 
death.

Buchanan  of  Ainpryor,  t^en  a  . ...  having  cone  into  Buchanan 
family  gained  such  influence  over  him  as  to  be  trusted  with  the 
managment  of  his  affairs.  Ainpryor  was  not  wanting  to  Improve 
sucn  an  opportunity  for  promoting  his  own  interest,  and  found 
means  to  prevail  on  sai  ’  Buchanan  to  agree  to  a  natch  between 
his  son  and  Ainpryor* s  son?,  then  a  student  ofCi  vil  Law, 
that  by  this  means  the  est^tebe  kept  in  the  nee,  "  the  proposal 
would  certainly  have  taken  place  had  not  the  young  lady  inter¬ 
posed  by  refusin  her  consent” ,  unon  which  then  very  much  declined 
in  his  Judgement,  cone  ived  so  much  dlspleasue  against  her  as 
to  make  a  dispensation  on  his  estate  in  favor  of  Ainpryor,  and 
in  prejudice  of  her  right. 

But  he  jept  the  conveyence  in  his  son's  custody,  and 
happening  to  to  to  the  Springs  for  his  health,  fell  in  love  wiith 
Mrs,  Jean  Pringle  and  mar  led  her,  an1  upon  his  arrival  at 
Buchanan  destroyed  said  conveyance  to  Airpryor,  which  gave  rise 
to  an  inveterate  hostility  which  has  continued  ever  aftewards 
between  the  two  branches  of  the  family.

Agre  able  to  this  arrangement  the  said  a  jor  made  his 
address  to  the  young  indy,  but  was  rejected  by  her  with  the  utmost 
indignation.  Not  beincr  able  to  settle  his  pronerty  eat  sfactorily 
by  mar  iage,  the  said  Buchanan  with  Grant's  assistance,  treid  to 
sell  sell  all  his  property  and  large  portions  of  his  lands  were. 
About  this  time  the  creditors  ascertained  they  could  enforse  their 
calins  and  sub jest  his  property  to  the  paymnet  of  their  debts, 
did  so,  and  thewhcle  estate  passed  out  of  his  hands,  thus  *e?»ks 
the  whole  estate,  producing  the  rent  of  thirty  thousnad  narlrs 
passed  away  from  said  family,  after  remaining  in  that  n«ne  six 
hundred  and  .sixty  four  years,  and  in  an  uninterrupted  succession 
of  twenty-  tvo  Laird.

'The  Buchanans  and  other  clans"  written  by  rtilliara  Buchanan  of 
Auchmar,  1723,1s,  as  its  title  Indicates,  a  history,  not  only  of 
the  Buchanans  but  of  all  the  clans  living  in  the  highlanss  of 
Scaotland.  Amoung  the  early  Buchanans  of  Virginia  and  Tennessee 
were  found  a  printed  copy  of  this  work;  the  descendants  of  Joseph 
Buchanan,  son  of  Andrew,  still  preserved  a  copy  which  belonged 
to  him.  An  old  wornvolume  of  the  work  is  in  the  Congretional 
Library  at  Washington 

and  contains  the  inscription  "Presented  to  the  Library  of  Congress 
by  Robert  Buchanan,  I860". 

Brief  data  regarding  the  Buchanans  has  be-^n  taken  from  this 
volume  as  follows;  "The  country  of  Clan  Bucha  an  was  in  the  west 
Highlands  on  the  north  side  of  Loch  Lomond  in  Stirlingshire;  the 
neighboring  clans  were  the  McGregors,  the  McFarlands.,  the  Stewarts 
the  Drummonds  and  the  ^olquehouns. 

The  old  family  site  of  the  chief  of  Laird  was  the  Buchanan 
House,  thepresent  seat  of  the  ^uke  of  Montrose.  The  military 
history  of  the  Buchanans  is  honorable;  the  fighting  strength  of 
the  clanbeing  twelve  hundred  men.  The  clan  fought  bravely  for  the 
Queen  at  Pinky  (Pinkie  Cleugh) .  The  slogan  was  "Clar-Innes"  from 
an  island  inLoch  Lomnnd,  and  at  this  cry  fifty  heritors  with 
fol  owers  of  theBuchanan  name  would  quickly  assemble.  The 
badge  work  in  the  bonnet  was  a  sprig  of  bilberry. 
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The  long  line  of  the  varius  clan  are  traced,  with  thier 
constantly  recurring  name  of  Alexander,  Archibald,  Andrew, 

Moses,  Robert,  William  and  Samuel,  untilthe  breaking  up  and  the 
dispulsion  of  the  clan,  "any  of  whom,  the  history  tells  us, 
emigrated  to  Ireland  and  later  to  Virginia. 

Alexander  and  Samuel  came  from  Ireland  to  Virginia  about 
1702;  lived  first  in  '■'heater  County,  Pa.,  >nd  later  in  ^ugusta 
Co.,  Va.  Serau*ft  and  Alexander  are  probably  the  ancestors  of  all 
the  Bucnanans  in  the  south  and  west.  Samuel  was  in  Augusta  Co. 

In  1763.  He  signed  a  call  to  the  "Rev.  ? r.  Brown"  in  that  year 
in  connection  with  Janes  and  Robert  Lusk,  Joseph  Kennedy  and 
Joseph  Edmondson,  and.  ras  an  elder  in  the  New  Providence  eat¬ 
ing  House,  and  early  church  in  Augusta  County.  In  the  militia 
of  Augusta  Co.,Va.,  who  were  in  constant  service  for  fighting 
the  French  and  Indians,  are  the  following  an-es  of  Buchanans* 

Capt.  Alexander  Buchanan,  Archibald,  Buchanan,  Andrew  Buchanan, 
James  Buchanan  and  John  Buchanan. 

Samuel  Buchanan  died  in  Washington  ^ounty,  Va. ,  in  177^.  and 
his  will  speaks  of  his  wife  Martha  and.  sons  Samule,  John  Robert, 
and  Andrew.  The  wills  of  many  others  of  the  Buchanans  are  on 
record  also  in  this  County.

-•■he  family  changed  their  name  from  O’Bokane  to  agree  with  the  name 
of  their  property,  which  was  more  or  less  common  pracice  in  those 
days .
